it is leading? Well, w e spent such 
a night last night. 
M aybe loo 
m uch ice tea or cigarettes or just 
too m uch late reading of political 
speeches and war new s. W hatever 
the cause, w hen w e found that 
closing the eyes, counting sheep 
and pretending to be unconscious 
didn't bring the desired sleep, w e 
looked out of the open w indow 
into the calm cool night m a d e 
serene w ith the soft m oonlight 
filtering through the pines that 
fa m ily rustled in the light breeze, 
ind w e w ere grateful that prov­ 
idence had brought us here. 
W e thought of the contrast b e­ 
tw een the qu iet peace of the desert 
and th e heartaches and suffering 
of Europe. H ere w e know w e w ill 
not b e called from our beds by 
shrieking sirens w arning of im ­ 
pending 
air 
raids 
or 
bursting 
bom bs that are only m erciful to 
those whom th ey kill. W e thought 
of th e m illions of sleepless fath­ 
ers and m others of Europe who 
probably can't understand w hy 
all this m isery has com e to them 
and their children, w ho have no 
brighter 
outlook 
than 
fam ine, 
pestilence, or death, w ondering 
w here their sons m ay be on this 
night. No happiness or con ten t­ 
m ent for them to look forw ard to 
in this generation, nothing 
but 
gTief, quarreling and 
oppression, 
w ith eventually an em pty peace. 
T ruly, the m ost fortunate of these 
are the ones that have m et a 
kin d ly death. 
W ith these thoughts in m ind, 
w e w ere filled w ith gratitude that 
such a scourge has not com e to 
our country, and a firm er convic 
tion that it is the sacred du ty of 
every citizen that it shall not 
com e. We thought of the words 
of H erbert Hoover: 
"The first policy of calm real­ 
ism is not to exaggerate our im ­ 
m ediate dangers. 
Every w hale 
that spouts is not a subm arine. 
T he 3000 m iles of ocean is still a 
protection. T h e air forces, tanks 
and arm ies o f Europe are useless 
to attack us un less they establish 
bases in the W estern H em isphere. 
To d o that th ey m ust first pass 
our N avy. It can stop anything in 
sight now. 
In any event, this 
ocean and our m agnificent N avy 
giye tim e for sober preparation. 
"The most vital realism in all 
our relations requires that 
w e 
keep out of these wars unless the 
W estern H em isphere is attacked. 
It is a solem n determ ination. Our 
price o f war is the lives of sons 
and the poverty of our grand­ 
children. But w e are here also 
considering th e fate of our nation 
and the fate of liberty in the 
w orld. 
"We must develop and m ain­ 
tain foreign policies that keep us 
out o f these w ars unless w e are 
attacked. We should facilitate all 
nations fighting for their freedom 
in procuring m aterials and m un i­ 
tions but subject to definite lim ­ 
itations w hich keep us out 
of 
war."

In fact, 
it is his protection.

Facing Quarantine 


The 850 boys, including Glen- 
wood Tompkins. Allen Hall. Rich­ 
ard Outcault, Donald 
Pendery 
and Raymond Sorum of 
Palm 
Springs, who are attending the 
A m e r i c a n 
Legion - sponsored 
“Boys' State’’ encampment at the 
state fair grounds at Sacramento 
were isolated 
by capital 
city 
health authorities Thursday after 
two cases of scarlet fever were 
discovered at the camp. 
They 
were later released to visit the 
state capitol. 
Mrs. M. A. Hawthorne, director 
of nursing of the 
Sacramento 
health department, said Dr. H. 
L. Wynn, epidemologist for the 
state department of public health, 
had been called in to determine 
whether a quarantine would be 
imposed which would keep the 
boys at the fair grounds a f t e r 
Saturday, when the camp was 
scheduled to conclude, 
The two boys who were found 
to have scarlet fever were Gareth 
Sadler, Palo Alto, and Lawrel 
Simpson, Pomona. Tey were re­ 
moved to an isolation ward at the 
Sutter hospital. 
The boys in the camp are from 
all parts of the state. All are high 
school juniors and were elected 
to participate in the camp 
by 
local American Legion posts and 
civic organizations. 
Mrs. Hawthorne said that if no 
additional cases break out, 
it 
probably would be possible for 
the boys to leave for their homes 
on Saturday. Health authorities 
in their home towns would be ad­ 
vised in such an event, she said, 
so that vigilance could be con­ 
tinued by them to prevent spread 
of the disease. 


$150,000 of New Construction 


Now in Progress in Palm Springs; 


Nearly 200 Men Employed 


The fad that activity in the local building field is far ahead of 
thii time last year and that prospects are good for the continuation 
of this semi-building boom through the summer was revealed this 
week by prominent local contractors and city building officials. 
These men estimate that nearly $153,000 of new construction is in 
progress in Palm Springs at the present lime, contrasted with some 
$25,000 at this period last summer. 


MAY AND JUNE BIG 


Building permits for May and 
June of last year totaled $32,650. 
May and June, 1940, $137,000. By 
Wednesday of this week 16 per­ 
mits for this month totaled $72,­ 
000 with several days still to go 
before the end of the month. 
Total permits for the first six 
months of this year also far ex­ 
ceed the first six months of 1939, 
in fact they are about 65 percent 
of the total for 1939.

CITY COUNCIL 


The Palm Springs city council 
met at 4:00 p. m., Wednesday of 
this week in the city court room 
at 480 North Palm Canyon Drive 
and considered a number of im­ 
portant matters. Only four coun- 
cilmen were present—Ray Sorum, 
acting mayor during the absence 
of Mayor Philip L. Boyd; Com­ 
mander Thales Boyd, Frank Shan­ 
non and Bob Murray. 
Commander Boyd, chairman of 
the street committee, 
reported 
that state gas tax funds have been 
allocated for the Tamarisk Road 
improvement project. This proj­ 
ect includes removal of the tam­ 
arisk trees and widening of the 
present pavement from Indian 
avenue to Via Miraleste, and will 
be completed some time during 
the summer. 
Approve Agreement 
It was announced the project 
agreement for the city of Palm 
Springs had been received from 
the California Division of High­ 
ways. This agreement is for the 
fiscal year 1940-41 and relates to 
the spending of state gas 
tax 
funds for maintenance and repair 
of designated “streets of major 
importance.” 
The new 
project 
agreement is the same 
as 
last 
year’s with the single exception 
of the special Tamarisk Road im­ 
provement project, which was ad­ 
ded. The $700 for the removal of 
trees, etc., on that street 
will 
come out of 1940-1941 gas tax 
funds. The council passed a reso­ 
lution adopting the project state­ 
ment from the state. 
Gas Tax Streets 
Palm Springs’ streets of major 
importance designated in 
th e 
agreement (those streets that can 
be maintained and repaired out 
of gas tax funds) are the follow­ 
ing: 
Indian 
avenue, 
Tamarisk 
Road from Palm Canyon Drive 
to Sunrise Way, Sunrise Way to 
Tamarisk to Ramon Road, Ramon 
Road from Palm Canyon Drive 
east to the city limits, Palm Can­ 
yon Drive south from the Indio 
turn-off to the city limits, and all 
cross streets between Palm Can­ 
yon Drive and Indian avenue 
from Baristo Road on the south 
to Paseo El Mirador on the north.

read 
from Earl Neel requesting 
the 
council to appoint him a relief 
fireman during the time the regu­ 
lars are taking their vacations, 
salary $150 per month. Another 
communication was read 
from

ment. The three regular firemen 
receive two weeks vacation with

Wants Pet Shop 
A letter was read from

to give her permission to operate 
a pet shop in the Morrison build­ 
ing on North Palm Canyon Drive; 
this is in Zone C-2. She said the 
shop would be for small 
pets 
only; that she would have small 
puppies, birds, goldfish, dog food, 
bird seed and pet supplies. The 
council voted to refer the matter 
to the planning commission. 
A resolution was passed engag­ 
ing Millard 
Wright to 
install 
palms on the site of the proposed 
new Welwood Murray Memorial 
Library and also to move certain 
other palms now growing on the 
property. 
The resolution was 
passed subject to the approval of 
the library board, however. 


O. K. Library Plans 
Also subject to the approval of 
the library board, the 
council 
passed a resolution approving the 
preliminary plans, floor plan and 
front elevation, for the proposed 
new library building to be built 
this summer. The plans were pre­ 
pared by Architect John Porter 
Clark.

State Asks City 


For Scrap Iron 


For Defense 


A request from the State As­ 
sembly, for scrap iron to be used 
in the construction of war muni- 
tioná for national defense, w a s 
read at the city council meeting 
Wednesday and referred to a gen­ 
eral committee. The request came 
in the form of a resolution which 
asks all city councils and boards 
of supervisors in the state to des­ 
ignate municipal yards for the 
collection 
and 
preservation 
of 
scrap iron. 
Anyone having property that is 
easily accessible and suitable for 
such a purpose, should communi­ 
cate with City Clerk Guy Pinney. 
Following is the resolution re­ 
ceived from the State Assembly: 
Whereas, large quantities 
of 
scrap iron are now being collect­ 
ed in this state and exported to 
foreign countries: and 
Whereas, in the present chaotic 
condition of world affairs, it is 
essential that materials such as 
scrap iron, be conserved for pos­ 
sible use by the Government of 
the United States; and 
Whereas, the establishment of 
community yards for the collec­ 
tion of scrap iron would be an 
immediate practical step toward 
enabling the people of the state of 
California to furnish such scrap 
iron to the Government of the 
United States; now, therefore, be 
it 
Resolved by the Assembly of 
the State of California, That this 
body 
recommends to the city 
councils and the boards of super­ 
visors of the cities, cities a n d 
counties and counties of this state 
that they make available to the 
people at convenient and acces­ 
sible places, municipal and com­ 
munity yards for the collection 
and preservation of scrap iron.

In the story of the great French nation’s death 
by violence, all America should recognize reason 
for the deepest, most heartfelt observance of In­ 
dependence Day in the lifetime of any man living 
There is curious parallel between the histories 
of American and French liberty. On July 4, 1776 
free America came into life. In the same month 
only three years later, 
Parisians 
stormed 
the 
Bastille in the first blow to overthrow the despotic 
Bourbons—and July 10 has become the counter 
part of our July 4 for France. The red, white and 
blue of the Tricolor was patterned after the red 
white and blue of the Stars and Stripes. 
But now the parallel ends. 
On July Fourth, the Stars and Stripes will wave 
proudly from a million flagstaffs over 130,000,000 
free Americans. 
On July Tenth, the Swastika of Hitler will flaunt 
insolence from French flagpoles—and the lowered 
Tricolor will symbolize to 40,000,000 grief-stricken 
patriots a shroud over the grave of France s free­ 
dom as a people, France’s dignity as a sovereign 
nation. 
Only to the shallow-minded could our Independ­ 
ence Day seem a time for wholly heedless celebra­ 
tion in this critical year. It should be rather a day 
of rededication to the American Flag and all that 
it represents— for reflection on the blood and tears 
that gave us that Flag and preserved it till today 
— for arousing ourselves to hard awareness that 
with us alone rests responsibility for ensuring that 
the Fourth of July will ever remain the Independ­ 
ence Day of this nation, and never become a day 
of mourning over the grave of American freedom. 
The Flag and the Day are our symbols. They are 
ours to honor. Ours to protect. 


JUNE, 1914 


Twenty-six years ago this month, on June 28, 
a fanatical Serbian student assassinated Archduke 
Francis of Austria and his wife— fired the first shot 
o f the World War. The last shot, a shell fired need­ 
lessly one minute before the bugles sounded cease 
firing” at 11 a. m., November 11, 1918, killed three 
French soldiers. Between the moments of those 
shots: 65,000,000 armed men fought four hellish 
years: 8,538,452 of them were killed, 
21,210,000 
wounded; wealth incalculable was poured down 
the maw of Mars. Hospitals, asylums and homes 
for the blind still house wrecks of men. Some na­ 
tions that were in the beginning of that war have 
ceased to exist. The great “conqueror,” Wilhelm 
II, is a doddering old man, sawing wood in a coun­ 
try his successor has striken. 
Now 
aggressors 
march again— with weapons more terrible, greed 
more brutish, destruction more frightful. The les­ 
sons of the hard yesterdays of histoiy are blindly 
ignored. The story of Europe in this century seems 
indeed “a tale told by an idiot, full of sound and 
fury, signifying nothing.” 


BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ STATE 


Through the week of June 22-29 an important 
step in government is taking place in Sacramento: 
the annual Boys’ State and Girls’ State, when hun­ 
dreds of California youths meet to formulate their 
own model government, and learn by practice more 
of the functioning of American democracy. 
No more worthwhile project has been under 
taken by the American Legion than its sponsor 
ship of this annual youth government, including 
the statewide series of essay contests and other 
educational programs by which the juvenile legis­ 
lators are selected. Typical of many essays is that 
o f the 14-year-old Patricia Hawkins, El Monte high 
school girl, who wrote in part: “Already I feel the 
ideal Democracy lies within the shaping 
of 
my 
hands and those of other youth. I am an American. 
in America I am an individual. In America I am not 
afraid to laugh. I can face my ambitions and de­ 
sires with the faith that I will have an opportunity 
to contribute towards civilization’s advancement. 
Cannot the mighty American creed be summed up 
in these simple words: Broadmindedness, Courage, 
Faith, I think so, and I am glad.” 
The fostering of such ideals and national faith 
unong California boys and girls, the training and 
nspiration of their work in fashioning their own 
deal government, cannot be considered less than 
m important step in government itself. For in a 
ew short years those young people will become 
eaders in civic and state affairs. Their training for 
latriotic responsibility is a splendid investm ent in 
he California of tomorrow.

Hundreds of Indians from all 
over Southern California will 
journey lo lhe Morongo reser­ 
vation north of Cabazon on July 
5 for the fiesta, which will be 
given by the Morongos that day 
and July 6. Proceeds from the 
fiesta will be divided between 
the Catholic church and t h e 
Moravian mission on the res­ 
ervation. The general public is 
invited lo the fiesta and bar­ 
becue. 
The festivities will begin Fri­ 
day evening, July 5, with In­ 
dian games and bird dances. 


Saturday morning there will be 
sports with a barbecued dinner 
from 11 in the morning to 6 in 
the evening. The Indians w i l l 
butcher some of their own beef 
for the barbecue. The cost will be 
50 cents per plate. 
A t two o'clock Saturday after 
noon there will be a baseball game 
between 
the 
Morongo 
Indian 
team and the Santa Rosa Indian 
team, and at 4 o’clock there will 
be a program. 
On Sunday, July 7, there will 
be another ball game. This will 
be played between the Cuahutu 
mooe team of San Bernardino and 
the Morongo team. 
The fiesta will be held on the 
baseball grounds and 
ramadas 
will be constructed at which ice 
cream and cold drinks will be 
dispensed during the fiesta. 
The committee in charge of the 
fiesta and barbecue consists of 
three from each church and in­ 
cludes Joseph Saubel, Desiderio 
Laws, Mrs. John Martin,

There are about 300 Indians 
living on the Morongo reservation 
at the present time.

countries

surplus 
commodities and medical supplies 
will probably be sent across the 
seas, and thus we will return to 
capacity production in agriculture 
and most of the industries. 
Few people in America would 
object to this country shipping 
enough food, medical supplies, 
and w earing apparel to Europe 
to take care of the needs of the 
sick and starving children and old 
people who have lost their homes 
and land. In fact, most of us are 
willing to tak e these things over 
there 
in 
A m erican Red Croes 
ships. All th at the good A m er­ 
ican Sam aritans ask is that their 
mission of m ercy should not be 
perm itted to em broil this coun­ 
try and heap the sam e pestilence 
upon our w om en and children as 
that w hich they are attem pting 
to relieve. 
Everyw here we hear the same 
sentim ent expressed: If the Allies 
can't pay for their w ar supplies, 
let's give them w hat they need 
and forget to collect for it. 
This mission of mercy, headed 
by the Red Cross and the home 
defense 
patriots, 
is 
having 
a 
wholesome influence on the en­ 
tire nation. It is uniting the n a­ 
tion in a common cause. We are 
doing som ething for others and 
forgetting our ow n troubles. We 
are again to have som ething to 
do. We are thinking of America's 
safety, w hich brings to our a t­ 
tention everything th at is 
un- 
American. 
How are we to help in this great 
Am erican mission? 
Let's keep 
ourselves well and strong so we 
will not be a burden on the coun­ 
try. L et's cooperate w ith the gov­ 
ernm ent iq every w ay possible 
in stam ping out of our own m idst 
every foreign ism. Let's live in 
peace am ong ourselves and not 
waste 
our 
energies 
in 
petty 
squabbling. 
L et's support the program of 
national defense. L et's help the 
innocent victim s of the w ar by 
giving through the Red Cross. If 
we do that, w e unconsciously en ­ 
rich our own lives, for there is 
no greater tru th than “It is m ore 
blessed to give than to receive."

luxuries which vacationists

mand. But the luxury atm osphere 
never quite reaches the satiation 
point, for the desert steps in. 
The ruggest sim plicity of the 
desert, the soothing tang of the 
dry air, and the natural beauty 
and solidity of old Mount Jacinto 
subtly restore the balance. 
At 
Palm 
Springs, 
the 
vacationist 
knows he can be rested, amused, 
or 
inspired, 
according 
to 
his 
moods. 
F or the first few days a read ­ 
justm ent usually takes places, be­ 
cause of the relaxing atm osphere 
of th e desert. 
A fter breakfast 
m ornings may be passed on ten ­ 
nis courts, in a lounge chair by 
a swim ming pool, or in the pool 
itself with w ater heated j u s t 
enough to rem ove the chill. 
Afternoons at Palm Springs can 
develop into a num ber of in ter­ 
esting pastimes. The Tennis Club, 
nestled at the foot of the same 
red rock hills and the fam ous 
D esert Inn, a short distance from 
town, 
offer 
hospitality. 
Club 
mem bers 
have 
nicknam ed 
it 
“Shangri-la Junior.” 
Through the center of sloping 
green lawns runs a trout brook. 
The trick is to catch a trout and a 
few m inutes later have it served 
for luncheon. 
The dining room 
veranda 
overlooks 
the 
club 
grounds, a swim ming pool, three 
tennis courts, and beyond 
t h e 
m ountains and the broad sw eep­ 
ing desert. 
Palm Springs has its Racquet 
Club operated by two cinem a 
couples, the Ralph Bellamys and 
the Charlie Farrels. The han d ­ 
some swimming pool is usually 


left to sun by itself, while crowds 
gather by the courts and in the 
bar. Hollywood em pties itself into 
the Racquet Club over e v e r y 
week end. 
A nother favorite stop-off dur­ 
ing week nights are the Rogers 
Stables—half 
stables 
and 
half 
night club bar. The place rings 
with cowboy music and the shuf­ 
fle of sandals and boots. 
In spite of all the land sports 
available at Palm Springs—ten­ 
nis, golf, skeet shooting, badm in­ 
ton, cycling and m otor touring 
—the way to catch the desert 
spell is to get a horse and ride 
into sunset or sunrise. Cowboys 
alw ays assure guests they 
are 
good w estern riders. 
Though one feels like a ball 
bouncing on the saddle, the cow­ 
boy alongside insists: “Why, lady, 
you're stickin' on there easy as 
glue!” As the canter continues, he 
gives his lariat a w hirl and yanks 
a sagebrush, roots and all, out of 
the desert. Dudes are prone to 
think roping is easy. 
Palm Springs is famous f o r 
breakfast rides. Riders have to be 
out of the stables by eight. Non­ 
riders go out by stagecoach to a 
given spot, usually a grove of 
desert sm oke trees. Long before 
the breakfasters arrive, cowboy 
chefs have been busy since dawn 
getting 
the 
fires 
and “chuck” 
ready. 
The fare at the long board ta­ 
bles 
will consist 
of 
flapjacks, 
scram bled 
eggs, 
bacon, 
raisin 
toast, and steam ing coffee. 
The 
breakfasters may include Jackie 
Cooper, the Johnny W eismullers, 
C laire Windsor, or Joan C raw ­ 
ford. 
There 
are 
m oonlight 
desert 
rides and picnics, trout fishing, 
and trips to near-by canyons. R id­ 
ers don jodhpurs or leather skirts, 
wool shirts, jew eled belts, 
ten- 
gallon hats, and tiny silk h an d ­ 
kerchiefs. The tem perature is 81 
degrees by day, 45 by night. 
As im portant as the fashionable 
visitors are the fine hotels — El 
Mirador, D esert Inn, Casitas del 
Monte, The Oasis, Sm oke T r e e 
Ranch, the Royal Palm s. 
Palm 
Springs is easily reached by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad.
